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Introduction: 

In the ANNALS OF CLEVELAND, an attempt is made to answer a need 
long felt by scholars; that of preserving and making readily accessible 
the detailed record of a city's life and culture as contained in its 
newspapers. The Annals are to be a set of at least one volume per 
year, covering the years 1818-1935 and including an abstract of every 
newspaper story that has recorded a local event or expressed a local 
opinion. The material is arranged alphabetically in topical divisions. 
The abstracts are numbered consecutively as thus arranged. A chrono- 
logical index brings together by number all abstracts from the newspaper 
of a given date, and a proper names and subject heading index offers an 
additional check. 

The editors have sought to preserve and arrange in this series in- 
formation that is nowhere else ordered and readily subject to control. 
To avoid duplication they have concentrated their efforts on one major 
newspaper file - the principal one for the period. This method of 
work leaves out of account the diversities of opinion expressed by 
other newspapers. In the hope that the other files may be covered in 
respect of the opinions there expressed, the present volume is 
numbered as Part I. Part II, when and as produced, will complete the 
presentation of opinion from other sources. 

The file of the DAILY TRUE DEMOCRAT has been used in the preparation 
of this volume. In 1850 the editors of the DAILY TRUE DEMOCRAT were 


J. C. Vaughn and Thomas Browne. Its policies were Free Soil. 
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In 1850 the DAILY DEMOCRAT file contained 189,004 column 
inches. The number of inches properly coming within the scope of the 
Digest and represented in this volume is 21,720. The distribution

With no apparently 
small share of fustian in the speaker, it would naturally exude in the 
speech, and so we were treated to a double-distilled harangue of conser- 
vatism in sophomoric style. From the address of our young reformer at 
Hudson we learned (not for the first time) that the appropriate work of 
a minister was to preach the gospel and not to preach against sin. 

I would say that the spirit, manner, sentiments, and impressions of 
the last speaker of the theological class, Mr. C. B. Sheldon of Stock- 
bridge, Mass., was in such direct contrast to the above as to entirely 
change the complexion of things, and was to us as the oasis to the travel- 
er in the desert. (20)

the House, requesting them to present the latter and press the subject 
before Congress. 

In obedience to the first resolution, the sub-committee prepared 
the following memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives: We 
respectfully petition for the following amendments to the law of July 
7, 18388: . 

First: a safer construction of steam vessels now afloat or here- 
after built, by having a water surface outside of the furnace, boilers, 
etc; 

Second: every steam vessel on leaving any port to have latches on 
her cargo-hold secured to prevent fire from the deck; 


Third: provide for appointment by the President of the United 
States of three competent engineers for the examination of furnaces, 
boilers, etc., of every steam vessel; divide the lakes into three 
districts, appointing one inspector to each; constitute the three a- 
board for the examination of engineers and assistant engineers, and 
permit no person to act in that capacity without the board's certifi- 
cate oi ability; require each inspector to prosecute all infractions 
of the law in his district, giving him one-half of the penalty; 

Fourth: require each inspector to appoint a competent ship car- 
penter for the examination of hulls, the government paying him an ade- 
quate compensation.

It cannot, 
if Mr. Webster says so, and votes against it; if other senators like him 
say so, and vote against it.
